The 
return which he received on arrival of 
the car at Fort William was 678 
bushels of No. 2 wheat, worth to him 
on Jan. 2nd, 44$c¢ at Edmonton ; 1] 4c 
a bushel over the price offered him in 
Edmonton, or $77.97 on the car load.

MILL AT VERMILLION. 

Sheridan Lawrence has purchased 
from the Massey-Harris Co. a 17 
horse power portable engine, a 46 
inch circular saw with fittings, a Peer- 
less separator, a binder, a disc harrow 
and 1,000 pounds of binding twine. 
The outfit is for Vermillion settle- 
ment on lower Peace River, 350 miles 
further north than Edmonton, or as 
much further north than Edmonton 
as Edmonton is north of the inter- 
national boundary. Mr. Lawrence's 
father has been farming at Vermillion 
for a number of years. Two years 
he took out the machinery for a 
grist mill to be run by water power. 
But the water supply was inadequate 
and steam power is being taken in. 
Mr. Lawrence will ‘take the freight 
by teams by way of Athabasca Land- 
ing up the Athabasca and Lesser 
Slave rivers on the ice and across the 
portage from Lesser Slave lake to 
Peace River Landing. From there it 
will be raftel down the Peace to Ver- 
milliom whe’ spring opens. There 18 
already a steam saw and grist mill at 
Vermillion, belonging to E. J. Law- 
rence, so that the agricultural pos- 
sibilities ef the district have gone 

beyond the experimental stage.
